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I A word on uoing the hook 

I This book aims to remove the fear of drawi ng from a new 

■ leamer’s mind. It teaches how to draw some animals in a few simple 

■ steps. Any one can draw these animals using common shapes like 
J cincles, eilipses and lines. You may not be able to draw a perfect circle, 
J but that is not something to worry about. Take a pencil and complete 
J the circle in one go without any hesitation. Do not use the eraser 
J freguently even if the line is not perfect. With practice you can make 
j the strokes perfect one day. 

I Let us start b/ drawing a crane. We need to make a figure like a 

■ leaf for the crane’s body. And a smaller circle a little upwards for the 

■ head. You will need to use your imagination to balance the sizes of 
| the head and the body. Now connect the head to the body with 
| curved lines which will form the neck. Draw the legs with straight lines, 
j using your sense of proportions and from your mental picture of a 
| crane. This will complete our crane.

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‘Words to begin with ... 

One of the o\dest habrfcs of man was to dnaw and paint. In the couree 
of evolution man’s palm took a new shape where the thumb was placed to a 
side away from the other fingers. This gave man the ability to hold 
something lightly with the first three fingers and to move it with better 
control. This new ability yielded two major benef.'ts - one was the use of 
tools for fine work and the other, draw pictures wrth a twig or rock. And 
these pictures were an evidence of man’s advancing mind. This showed that 
unlike other animals man was not satisfied wrth only eating and living, but 
was keen on letting others know what was in his mind. His thoughts found 
expression in simple drawings of an unsteaeiy hand. We can see many 
examples of these in rock paintings nearly one lakh years old. 

<3limpses of this first human trait is still found in every human child 
today. All children try to draw pictures instinctively with their tiny 
unsteady hands from their early daye. A nd in many cases the children 
draw animal figures much like their ancestors of long long ago. But as they 
grow up chiWren feel inhibited rf their drawings are not so good. As a result 
their urge to draw dies in its infancy. £>ut it takes only some general 
guidance for eieveloping a child’s drawing skills to a reasonable degree and 
to keep alive this very important medium of expression. 

This book contains a few such qeneral guidance. One can draw the 
figures -in this book o\uite easily by following the suggested steps. By 
practising further one can develop the skills to draw other animals and 
from there to draw other things as well. Slowly the process will become 
quite natural and the fear of d rawing will disappear. This success can bring 
on a self-confidence to take up other new venture. 

We hope that the friends waiting to give expression to their thoughts 
would start climbing the picture-steps of this book and, after completing 
their own zoo, will go on to explore newer worlds through pictures. We will be 
very happy rf we get to see some of their achievements.
